Between 1050 
and 1959 the number of recorded 
robberies nlmost doubled in 
Lindon, and more than doublet 
throughout Britain. For every 
ene rebber who ts cought and 
punished, two escape detection. 


Impunity 

More than half of all rob- 
perles are of persons in charge 
of money or goods, these be- 
came 3% times more frequent. 

“The perpetrators,” says the 
survey, “are Jargely rebbers who 
have reached the top of thelr 
profession, and who also enjoy 
the highest chances of impunity. 

“Impunity is in itself a cause 
of crime, ‘It attracts mew rer 
eruits ‘fo the ranks of the re- 
gular criminals; it encourages 
first offenders to persevere In 
crime as a profitable ‘activity; 
and it stimulates daring and 
Initiative among the profes- 
sional and persistent classcs.”

It is in the Paris of the ancient 
world—Sardis, capital of Lydiu 
in Weatorn Turkey, once the 
court of the fabulous Crocsus, 
last king of Lydia, 

It was disclosed recently that a 
joint team from Harvard and 
Cornelt Untversitics ‘digging for 
the fourth year also discovered 
a Koman bath, colourful aso 
tapestry with mosaics. 

On their archneology detective 
work they came un with the 
story of the interrupted meal. 
Says Professor George M. A. 
Hanfmann, of Harvard, of the 
finding of cups and plates— 

"{he meal was rudely Inter- 
rupted, Tho diners abandoned 
thelr places, never to return,”

He suggests the Interruption 
really was an attack made by 
‘tonian Greeks, who _ fell upor 
the Sardis In 499 B.C. and 
burned the city. :

Two American servicemen were found_ guilty in the Victoria District 
Court this afternoon of the robbery of a $100 finger ring and a $40 


watch from a Wanchai bar hostess
